The new deii.irUnent of Commuiii- 
ratlon ICngineoriiig Is to have on lis 
staff .Major W. A. Steole, .M.C., .M.Ke , 
assistant director of Signals and Tecli- 
nlcJil lîxpert of tho department of Sig- 
nals, of the Oomlnion Department of 
National Defence, Is the announcement 
made yesterday by the University aii- 
tliorilies. 

.Major Steele, who has liccn loaned 
to the department of Communication 
ICnginoering by the government for a 
period of two ye.irs will take char^-e 
Immediately of the wireless branch 
nf this department, and will act as 
a member of the staff for a period of 
two years. During this term, the Major 
will deliver 'J4 lectures a session, the 
subject to bo "Radio." Major Steele 
is considered one of the foremost Ca- 
nadian authorities on this important 
subject. The course will deal mainly 
with tho fundamental principles of 
radio. Included in the cour.<]e arc to 
bo thirteen periods of laboratory work 
which are to* be carried on In con- 
junction with the course, and in which 
Mr. Howes will assist Major Steele.

Study of Persorialities in the 
Practice of Medicine 
Required 



I>r. C. .M. Ifincks, of Toronto, wns 
the principal speaker .at a meeting of 
the Medical Undergmduate Society 
held in the New .Medical Builidng Lost 
night. Dr. Hlncks took as, the subject 
for his address "Melnal Hygiene as 
.\ppllcd to the Practice ot .Me<llclne." 

The speaker emphaslcd the Import- 
ance of studying personalities in the 
active practice of the medical profes- 
sion, as this Is of primary lmi)ortanco 
in winning the luttlent's confidence, 
r^hysic ans of the present day are too 
apt to ignore the Individual ch.'iractor- 
Istlcs of people In their study of var- 
ious ailments. Thais the family prac- 
licioner Is often weak In actual scien- 
tific knowledge, but strong in practi- 
cal psychology. 

-Vn Interesting case citeil by Dr. 
Hlncks was one of a young doctor who 
had tuberculosis just as he had made 
a fair start In his career. He immedi- 
ately went to an ImiKirtant sanitarium 
and after heiui^ given a thorough e:t- 
ainliiatlun was put under troatnieiil. 
Heing a doctor !ip knew his exaet con- 
dition and was very pessimistic about 
his cluances of recovery. A friend ot 
his in his profession on hearing ot his 
c;isc anticipated his decline from his 
own experience and wrote liiiii a let- 
ter which dispelled his pessimism and 
arrested the disease. 

The speaker believed that in many 
ca.ses mental disorder is the only ail- 
ment. He cited several exiimides ot 
ease.-i when men have been oiiretl 
menially when iihysiclans h-.ive been 
i^t a total loss to diagnose the disease. 

Ktnotlons such as fear have a dnis- 
llc effect upon the action of heart and 
lungs. Another Important factor in 
curing iiientul disease is sui;.i;eslioii . 
When visiting |ihysieiaiis one's sug- 
gesilbility is at its gr.>iitest so that 
his attire and mtiiiner influence the 
patient. Dr. Hincks gave many ex- 
amples throughout his address, which 
was much appreclittetl l)y members of 
the Society. , ,

AN IMPORTANT ANNIVERSARY. 

Thougli few people in Canada are aware of it, today is tlie 
fiftieth anniversary of one of the most important events in the 
economic history of our country. Just fifty years ago today tiio 
first shipment of wheat Jeft Manitoba for the East. On October 
12, 1876, the late L. C. Steele, a grain merchant of Toronto, left 
Winnipeg with S57 bushel.^ of wheat, all that he was able to ob- 
tain in the West at that time. 

This fii-st shipment went by Red River boat to the raih-oad 
in the United States,' then to Toronto by rail tlirough the latter 
I country. Tliis appears to have been the only .sliipment of wheat 
;j: from the Canadian West for a number of years. With the influx 
of immigrants into Manitoba wliich followed the entrance of the 
Eailroad from St. Paul, all the wheat produced in the province 
was required to supply seed to the newcomei-s. 

The pioneers of that time probabJy had no conception of the 
ions that the Canadian wheat trade would reach in 
To most people Jlanitoba was a land of ice and 
snow, fit only for buffalo and Indians, and there was even talk 
in Eastern Canada of abandoning it to the Americans. 

It has been said that the story of Wheat is a great Canadian 
epic that should rank in our histories with those of Champlain, 
Frontenac, the United Empire l^yali.si.s, and Laura Secord, for 
the story of Wheat is the story of Canada itself. In 1876 the 
entire exportable surplus was carried out in a Red River boat; 
in 1926 it took a thousand grain elevators, the tonnage of the 
Great Lakes and 300,000 box cars to handle the crop. 

And this enormous growth of our greatest indu.siry we ov.c 
almost entirely to the labours and investigations of two men, 
^:^y^.f.?'^?/ ^ farmer who lived in Petei-boro County, Ontario, in 
the forties of the Jast century, and to whom we owe Red Fife 
wheat ; and Dr. Chas. E. Saunders, Dominion Celeologist, who in 
1904 prefected Marquis wheat. Both Red Fife and .Alarquis 
wheat are descended from two single grains of wheat that Fife 
planted in 1843. From such a small beginning grew our five 
■million bushel crop of last year. 

It was Red Fife that established the Dominion's reputatio;! 
for hard wheat, and on Red Fife was based the system of grad- 
ing in use all over America now. It was Marquis that pushed 
the possible limits of wlieat growing farther north and added 
to Canada new wheat fields stretching over a territory nine 
hundred mile.s long and one hundred miles wide. And the men 
who made aJl this possible received neither wealth nor tlie plau- 
dits of the multitude, but were content to labor on lor the good of 
their country. 

And so, when our heart.s justly .^-well with pride at the story 
l^ffCanadian wheat, remember the two names to whom thanks 
is due, David Fife, the farmer and Dr. Chas. E. Saunders, the 
A^,;, .scientist. To ihem Canada owes more than can ever be repaid 
in lands, titles, money or fame.

"As for sports, we haVo them in 
Germany, too, Koernig, the greatest 
sprinter In thn woKvl, Is from Ger- 
many, and we have the greatest 
Bwlnmiers, The schools play 'hand 
bull and tennis, golf and riding games, 
but there is not so much footlball, es 
peclully In southern Germany. It Is 
loo warm I'or ^o much effort."

"Nover Hated America" 

"Germany has. never iiatcd Amer- 
ica," said Mr. Roniur, who acted aa 
introprctor.

College has Interesting Sys- 
tem for Heating Buildings 

Bo.ston, Mn.i8., Oct, 11.— (By Exchange 
Servlcol— Few Harvard students, as 
they walk prosaically about the Yard 
on commonplace gravel w.Tlks. renllzc 
that unseen Individuals, like a f:cet of 
moles, are hurrying through subter- 
ranean tunnnls not more than â yard 
beneath their feet. 

The tunnels contain cnonnouR pipes 
which come from the power plnnt at 
the corner of Roylston .Street and the 
I'arkway, and carrj- the steam that 
heats practically all of tlie Coll;ge 
buildings. Those pipes enter through 
.Smith Halls and there the tunnel 
-sy-stcm begins. All the Freshman 
dormitories are connected by tsvo 
underground passages, one lh%t carries 
steam pipes, and one used for trans- 
porting food from the k.tchena In 
.Smith wCiere tho cooking for all 
four freshmen dining halls is done. 

The tunnel carrying the steam pipes 
runs from the Freshman dormitories 
past Claverly and Randolph, and into 
the Yard, where it connects all the 
buildlng.s in the enclosure; " . 

The tunnel is everywhere large 
enough to ènable a man to stand erect 
and walk comfortably, provJdlns that 
the walker does not mind a temper- 
ature of over 100 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Everywhere, that is, except the point 
where it crosses .Mas.sachuKetts Ave- 
nue. At this point the subterranean 
traveler must get in a little car and 
pull himself over the small space be- 
tween tho street surface and the so- 
called Elevated Subwuj-. 

The tunnels, Incidentally, are re- 
served for the use of engineers and 
other heat-resisting off clala and are 
not open to tho public for the purpose 
of atlondiiiK' classes unseen. 4i.. v£;

Gateway at Yale for "Father 
of American Football" 



Eugene. Oregon, Oct. 11.— (By Ex- 
change Service)— The youngest 
member of the American Legion by 
BIS ycum Is enrolled In the University 
of Oregon as a freshman this year. 
He iH Maurice Packer of whom many 
interesting experiences have been 
told. 

A runaway at the age of ten, a 
mascot in the A.E.F.. tho youncest 
enlisted man in the American forces 
and later an outstanding student in 
tlie United States; these are but a 
few of the high lights In his life. In 
his own words tho story of his life 
runs .HomeUiing like this. 

"At the age of 10 I ran away from 
home because 1 was ^acting as the 
cook anà 'maid' for our family. My 
mother was dead, my oldest sister was 
staying away from home, my elder 
brother was also stay ng some place 
else, and in." father worked from six 
In the I'cvinng till six in tho evciiinr 
Consequently, 1 had to do the house- 
work as well as the cooking. I soon 
ire^ of this and decided to fake the 
Frendh leave. Twice J ran away from 
home and twiue 1 came back home 
for food and shelter. Tb<: ihird linn.' I 
was picked up by Moo Hnx, Frank 
Bosch and several other Ijoys from 
Company D of the 162 Infantry. 1 
was sleeping very soundly on the 
sidewalks of J?enhouet, St. Nazaire at 
, 111'.' time and I was very cold. I was 
(vikcn 10 the camp of these im.n and 
thiTL- 1 was treated like one of liie 
men, 1 stayed there three months and 
at this time Company D was ordered 
to the front. 1 was told that I could 
not go alont' and this just about 
bi oko my liea.i t. WTion the train i)uil- 
nj out of the utatlon I jumped on 
one of tho cars without bein^ noticed 
but my happnoss was short lived for 
midway between Ponhouet and Nantes 
1 was detected by the cabman , He re- 
ported me to the French authorities 
and after a struggle betwoon the 
Koldior.s and the l''renoh Bi;nda.rmes I 
was taken oft o.nd sent bock home. I 
went back to the camp and stayed

It was on the Tale athletic fields 
that Walter Camp laid the founda- 
tion of his national fame.

SI1ÏS SWITS OF ' 
RME SERIOUS 

Universities There are Well- 
Equipped Expert Declares 

Bloomington, iohlo. Oct. ii. — (By Ex- 
change Servii'c).— "Students in Rus- 
sian schools .show intense earnestness 
;.and seriousness in their studies," said 
Prof. Marvyn Crobaugh, of the econo- 
i inics and sociologj- department of In- 
diana University, in discussing his re- 
cent trip to Russia where he made a 
study of the land problems. 

"Russian students can not compre- 
hend . the American students' lack of 
interest in politics, and find difficul- 
ty also In understanding our fraterni- 
ties and our greal interest in com- 
petitive sports. They are interested 
in sports, but do not encourage the 
competitive side," Prof. Crobaugh 
continued. 

The students have a cential organi- 
zation made up of representatives 
from all parts of the nation, accord- 
ing to Prof. Crobaugh. They have re- 
duced fares on trains and co-opera- 
tive restaui-anta. They also have a 
representative on the faculty who 
has a voice in iurtinging the curricu- 
lum. Although the buildings are old, 
the equipment of the universities is 
surprisingly good, he said. The labo- 
nitories are particularly so. 

Moscow, Kliarkon, the Tartar re- 
public, the Cuucusus, Uici-aine, the 
grain pi-oducing region of Russia, the 
Don Busin and the mining region were 
a few of the places visited by Prof.
